3,646 diapers to 64 women during 73 visits. Most 
women came in only once in the quarter, but some 
came in monthly during the quarter.

On 
subsequent visits, diaper clients will be asked if 
there are any new needs.

Necessary services intake completed with 29 
women completing financial applications and 37 
women who signed up for the diaper program. 
Maternity clothes, diapers, layettes, infant/toddler 
clothing, bottles, etc were given when the need was 
determined. When need was found for services 
that Birthright does not provide directly, 
information (agency name, services, phone number, 
address, etc.) was given to the women.
